Edmonton Public School Board 
trustees have approved a 
$934-million budget that will 
see dozens of teachers, edu¬ 
cation assistants, custodians, 
maintenance and support staff 
lose their jobs. 

The 2013-14 budget, which 
was unanimously passed by 
trustees late Tuesday afternoon 
at a board meeting, chops 339 
full-time jobs. 

The axed jobs consist of 182 
teaching positions and 157 non¬ 
teaching positions. 

NDP education critic Deron 
Bilous, a former teacher and 
the MLA for Edmonton-Bev- 
erly Clareview, said the staff 
cuts mean classroom sizes will

go up. 

“The impact of this is sig¬ 
nificant, not just in the interim 
and the near future, but for the 
long term,” he said. “Classroom 
sizes, classroom numbers are 
going to go up ... This is going 
to negatively affect students, 
families eveiywhere.” 

Before the budget was 
passed at Tuesday’s meeting, 
EPSB superintendent Edgar 
Schmidt called it challenging. 

“There are many aspects of 


this year’s budget process that 
have not been pleasing, to say 
the least,” he said. 

Prior to voting to approve 
the budget, several trustees 
called the layoffs “sad.” 

“I have to say that I really 
ache for all the staff who are fa¬ 
cing layoffs or an unwanted or 
unexpected change in the work 
that they currently love,” said 
trustee Catherine Ripley. 

EPSB chair Sarah Hoffman, 
meanwhile, repeated a state¬ 
ment she has said since the 
provincial government an¬ 
nounced funding reductions in 
March. 

“We will have to do less 
with less.” 

The layoffs come as the 
board is expecting a 1,200 stu¬ 
dent rise in enrollment. 

Following the approval of 
the budget, Hoffman said while 
the majority of cuts have been 
focused outside of school oper¬ 
ations, the staff reductions are 
not good news. 

“That is going to be challen¬ 
ging for all of us, but we’ll do 
our best to pick up the pieces 
and protect kids and move for¬ 
ward as best we can,” she said. 

Before the budget was ap¬ 
proved, trustees debated a mo¬ 
tion to retain two full-time pos¬ 
itions to support student health 
and wellness. The recommen¬ 
dation was ultimately defeated.

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Cuts. Tech 
schools 
‘barely 
touched’ 

Tech-sawy and trades-focused 
Alberta schools appear to 
have been spared from the 
sharpest cuts to provincial 
post-secondary, according to 
overall budget breakdowns 
provided by the government 
to Metro for the first time. 

The provided data includes 
previously reported uniform 
7.3 per cent reductions to 
Campus Alberta grants, but 
also includes funding altera¬ 
tions for infrastructure and 
apprenticeship technical 
training grants. 

Those latter grants have 
helped soften the blow at 
institutions such as Calgaiy’s 
SAIT and Edmonton’s NAIT, 
which will see their overall 
funding reduced by 5.6 per 
cent year over year. 

But other major schools 
such as MacEwan and Mount 
Royal universities will each 
see their provincial offerings 
trimmed by nine per cent, 
while the University of Al¬ 
berta will see 7.8 per cent less 
funding, and the University of 
Calgaiy will make do with 8.3 
per cent less. 

The discrepancy in 
funding caught many post- 
secondaiy advocates off-guard 
Tuesday, but Doug Spurgeon, 
president of the SAIT faculty 
association, said it sends a 
clear message the province is 
putting its priority on trade 
careers. 

“To me, the writing was 
on the wall that we were 
going to come out of it barely 
touched,” he said. “It’s what 
the provincial and federal 
governments have been say¬ 
ing — they want the people 
trained to do jobs ... they want 
the apprentices trained.”

The two-term councillor for 
Ward 10 had been widely ex¬ 
pected to announce a mayoral 
bid after he said he would not 
seek his council seat for an¬ 
other term. 

Iveson said Edmonton has 
grown tremendously from a 
city shedding youth to a city at¬ 
tracting them, and he wants to 
make sure that continues. 

“We have helped turn Ed¬ 
monton into Canada’s best city 
for artists and entrepreneurs,” 
he said. “Now it is time for

Iveson also stressed he 
would focus on the eveiyday 
issues, as well as work to find 
permanent solutions to long¬ 
term problems. 

“No one on city council or 
anywhere else in Edmonton 
likes potholes. We all want 
snow cleared quickly,” he said. 

Coun. Kim Krushell said 
Iveson will bring excitement 
to the mayor’s race. 

“He’s an energetic guy, and 
he is very excited about step¬ 
ping up into the mayor’s pos¬ 
ition,” she said. 

Coun. Ben Henderson said 
Iveson looks at the big picture 
and represents the city’s youth.

Riders on two Edmonton Tran¬ 
sit bus routes will soon be able 
to tell in real time where their 
bus is and how long before it 
arrives. 

Beginning in early to mid- 
July, Edmonton Transit will 
have Smart Bus technology 
available on routes 111 and 
128. 

The system will let riders 
know where their bus is while 
at the same time giving drivers

better communication with 
transit headquarters. 

GPS, automated stop an¬ 
nouncements and a computer- 
aided dispatch system are all 
part of the first phase of ETS’s 
Smart Bus project, which aims 
to deliver a more reliable tran¬ 
sit service. 

“This will give us a set of 
tools to be able to provide in¬ 
formation to transit riders in 
real time,” Loma Stewart, ETS’s 


director of technology and in¬ 
formation management, said 
on Tuesday. “It’s really taking 
the guesswork out of knowing 
if that bus is coming on time.” 

The upgrades will help tran¬ 
sit headquarters quickly man¬ 
age incidents by knowing the 
precise area of downed buses. 

The stop announcements 
and signs will also work to help 
provide visually and hearing- 
impaired riders with a more 
comfortable trip. 

“Edmonton Transit said 
‘Let’s be ahead of the curve on 
this,’ and ‘Let’s get this stuff 
moving now,”’ said ETS Supt. 
Malcolm Hodgson. 

Next up will be real-time 
bus maps on Edmonton Tran¬ 
sit’s website and mobile app by 
September. 


Second-degree murder. Homeless 
man, 23, charged in second homicide

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A homeless man already facing 
charges in the death of one 
man is now facing charges in 
the death of another, in what 
police allege were two murders 
in two days.

Rodriguez was found 
stabbed to death in his apart¬ 
ment at 83 Street and Jasper Av¬ 
enue on June 3, after last being 
seen on May 29.

Staff Sgt. Bill Clark, with the

pointed to Mitchell, but there 
are no other links between the 
two cases. 

Mitchell, who is from the 
Northwest Territories, has 
been in Edmonton for 10 to 12 
months with no fixed address, 
Clark said, adding he is known 
to police in both areas. 

Clark said Mitchell became 
“associates” with both victims 
by striking up conversations 
with them, and “got along for 
a little while before something 
went wrong.”

pected. 

Tensions have escalated 
over the past week since the 
U.S. announced it would sup¬ 
ply weapons to the Syrian op¬ 
position after it found proof 
the Assad regime attacked its 
foes with chemical weapons. 

Russia — the only member 
of the G8 that supports the 
Assad government — has been 
highly critical of the move. 
The Russians also assert that 
the claims about chemical 
weapons are based on flimsy 
evidence. 

The rest of the G8 is split 
over whether the U.S. should 
arm the rebels, but generally 
agrees that Assad must go. 

The final G8 statement 
on Syria sought the middle 
ground. It condemned any use 
of chemical weapons without 
admitting any attacks actually 
happened. 

It also called for some sort 
of transitional government, 
without explicitly calling for 
Assad’s ouster.

Knox acquittal 
neglected evidence, 
high court says 


Italy’s high court on Tuesday 
harshly faulted the appeals 
court that acquitted Amer¬ 
ican student Amanda Knox 
of murdering her roommate, 
saying its ruling was full of 
“deficiencies, contradictions 
and illogical” conclusions. It 
ordered a new appeals court 
to consider all the evidence 
to determine whether Knox 
helped kill the young woman. 

In March, the Court of 
Cassation overturned Knox’s 
acquittal in the 2007 murder 
of British roommate Mere¬ 
dith Kercher, 21, and ordered 
a new trial. On Tuesday, the 
high court issued its written 
reasoning for doing so. 

The 74-page document 
picked apart the 2011 appeals- 
court decision that freed 
Knox, faulting the judges for 
ignoring some evidence, con¬ 
sidering other evidence in¬ 
sufficiently and undervaluing 
the fact that Knox had initially 
accused a man of committing 
the crime who had nothing to 
do with it.

pieces of evidence was Knox’s 
own statement to police, writ¬

out Kercher’s screams. 

A young man from Ivoiy 
Coast, Rudy Guede, was con¬ 
victed of the slaying in a sep¬ 
arate proceeding.

Lawson’s husband 
admits assault 

Prominent British art col¬ 
lector Charles Saatchi has 
admitted assault and ac¬ 
cepted a police caution after 
published photos showed 
him grasping the throat 
of his wife, celebrity chef 
Nigella Lawson. 

In Tuesday’s editions, the 
London Evening Standard 
newspaper quoted him as 
saying that he had ap¬ 
proached police to discuss 
the June 9 incident after 
seeking legal advice. 

“Although Nigella made 
no complaint I volunteered 
to go to Charing Cross

said he’s innocent of the char¬ 
ges against him and will work 
to prove his innocence. 

“I will do eveiything I 
can to prove the accusations 
against me are unfounded,” 
Applebaum said. 

He said he hoped some¬ 
day to regain Montrealers’ 
trust. He conceded that, in the 
meantime, it would have been 
implausible to try to continue 


as mayor. 

Applebaum spent much of 
his statement combating the 
notion that he had deceived 
Montrealers. Seven months 
after he took office on a prom¬ 
ise to fight corruption, Apple¬ 
baum insisted he had never 
participated in illegal schemes 
and said he had achieved suc¬ 
cesses in cleaning up city hall. 

The charges against him 


stemmed from alleged acts 
that occurred from 2006 to 
2011, before he became may¬ 
or. While police offered few 
details, they said the charges 
related to real-estate projects 
in the west-end borough 
Applebaum led. 

Police said they believe 
bribes were paid to influence 
zoning and permit decisions.

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EU slams Canada for holding up trade talks 


Northern Ireland. 

Pressure mounts as 
U.S. starts negotiations 
for own deal with EU 


Canada has publicly been called 
on the carpet by the European 
Union for holding up free-trade 
talks. EU trade spokesman John 
Clancy took the unusual step 


Tuesday of criticizing Canada 
as the G8 summit in Northern 
Ireland came to a close. 

“We are veiy close to an 
agreement,” Clancy said in a 
statement. “The EU has shown 
pragmatism and flexibility and 
is ready to take the last steps 
to achieve a political break¬ 
through in the negotiations. 

“We have been awaiting a 
similar message from Canada 
since the trade and agriculture 


ministers met in Ottawa in ear¬ 
ly February.” 

Cranking up the pressure 
on Canadian negotiators is 
Monday’s announcement that 
the European Union and the 
United States are starting their 
own free-trade talks. 

Some have suggested the 
European negotiators will now 
turn their attention to the 
Americans and give short shrift 
to Canada. 


Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper, speaking to Canadian 
journalists at the lakeside Lough 
Erne resort, said there are posi¬ 
tives and negatives to negotiat¬ 
ing with the Europeans at the 
same time as the Americas. 

“In terms of our own nego¬ 
tiations, I think you could say 
maybe there are some advan¬ 
tages, maybe there are some 
disadvantages,” Harper said.

Starbucks has a new way to 
wake up its customers: Show¬ 
ing the calories in its drinks. 

The Seattle-based coffee 
chain says it will start posting 
calorie counts on menu boards 
across the U.S. next week, 
ahead of a federal regulation 
that would require it to do so.

Oil spills. Feds raise offshore 
liability cap in Arctic, Atlantic 


The Canadian government is 
planning to introduce new 
rules to make drilling and 
production companies more 
accountable in the event of 
offshore spills. 

Federal Natural Resources 
Minister Joe Oliver, speaking 
at a news conference Tuesday 
in Halifax, said Ottawa will 
introduce legislation this fall 
to raise the liability cap for 
companies operating in At¬ 
lantic Canada’s offshore to $1 
billion, up from the current 
$30 million. The liability cap 


in the Arctic would also in¬ 
crease to $1 billion from the 
current $40 million, he said. 

“This means companies 
would bear up to $1 billion 
of responsibility for spill 
cleanup costs and compen¬ 
sation for damages whether 
or not they are at fault,” said 
Oliver. 

He said the move is aimed 
at aligning Canada’s rules 
with countries such as Nor¬ 
way, Denmark, the United 
States and the United King¬ 
dom.

Documenting the eveiy- 
day “lives” of a community 
of zombies in California, it’s 
a fake undead propaganda 
film that echoes the struggles 
of many minorities who have 
had to fight for human rights. 

Fido, a Canadian film 
starring Billy Connolly and 
Carrie-Anne Moss, is set in 
a world where humans won 
the zombie war and, as vic¬ 
tors, have made the undead 
their domestic servants. 

Funny rather than scaiy, 
this one is worth a look to see 


the usually motor mouthed 
Connolly in a fun, shambling 
and wordless performance. 

Strangest of all the non¬ 
mainstream zombie mov¬ 
ies? Poultrygeist: Night of 
the Chicken Dead, a movie 
musical about a fast food 
chain called American Chick¬ 
en Bunker whose meals turn 
diners into chicken zombies. 
Gross, gory and gratuitous, 
badmovienight.com called 
it “one of the sickest, most 
depraved movies I’ve ever 
seen.”

Japan’s legislative home 

Parliament, or the National Diet, as it is of¬ 
ficially known, stands on a site once occupied 
by feudal lords and is now home to Japan’s 
legislative headquarters. Completed in 1936, 
the building with a landmark pyramid¬ 
shaped dome houses the two chambers — 
the more powerful House of Representatives 
(Lower House) and the House of Councilors 
(Upper House) — under the Japanese parlia- 
mentaiy system. The Upper House provides 
a free hour-long tour when the house is not 
in session. 


Tsukiji fish market 

Sprawling Tsukiji fish market — the 
world’s biggest — is where those beautiful 
slices of tuna on your sushi come from. 
Want to witness the famous tuna auctions? 
Then get up early and be there by 5 a.m. to 
queue up for the first 120 viewing slots. If 
that’s too early, you can still spend hours 
roaming a maze of narrow alley ways, but 
watch out for the motorized carts whizzing 
around with ice troughs filled with fish. 




WalktoOdaiba Beach 


Need to burn calories after eating all the deli¬ 
cious local food, but you’re too busy sightsee¬ 
ing? Here is a perfect plan — a scenic walk 
over the Rainbow Bridge to the reclaimed 
island of Odaiba out in the Tokyo Bay for a 
picnic, sunbathing on a man-made beach, 
or even a jog. The walk is just more than 
1.7 kilometres including the 918-metre-long 
single-span suspension bridge and takes less 
than an hour one way. 


Experience a (fake) quake 

Japan is one of the most earthquake-prone 
countries in the world. This public facility, 
the Ikebukuro Disaster Prevention Center, 
run by the Tokyo Fire Department, offers a 
uniquely Japanese experience that can be 
educational, a bit scaiy, but also fun. Visitors 
can experience a temblor — as violent as the 
March 2011 disaster that struck northern 
Japan — in a quake simulator built in a living 
room set.

Think lounging on the 
couch watching a movie 
with a family-size bag of 
Doritos is worse for you 
than working at your office 
job? Think again. Research¬ 
ers are saying the desk-job 
environment is the new si¬ 
lent killer. 

According to a study by 
researchers at Louisiana 
State on occupation-related 
physical activity and its as¬ 
sociation with obesity, in 
the 1960s, nearly half of all 
jobs required physical activ¬ 
ity, and today, less than 20 
per cent do. It seems that 
remaining 40-something per 
cent has translated into sky¬ 
rocketing obesity rates and 
other health problems, such 
as poor circulation, carpal

tunnel syndrome, blurred 
vision — and the list doesn’t 
end there. 

Those of us with desk 
jobs usually sit and gawk at 
a computer for eight hours 
daily, give or take. 

We can see why this 
would be unnatural, but is 
it really so bad? Yes — it’s 
been found that uninter¬ 
rupted rest is the under¬ 
lying culprit of this health 
phenomenon. Sitting down 
in front of a computer for 
a few hours is okay (let’s 
be honest, if we weren’t at 
work, we’d probably be do¬ 
ing it anyway), but without 
a break and a comprehen¬ 
sive stretch every once in a 
while, blood can’t flow to 
where it needs to.

And typ¬ 
ing while we do this doesn’t 
improve the situation; with 
our hands working the key¬ 


board and mouse from dawn 
to dusk, we risk developing 
carpal tunnel syndrome, 
tendonitis, or The Claw, 
which Chandler developed 
on Friends after playing Pac- 
man for hours straight. It’s 
clear our bodies were built 
to do things in moderation.

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CFL 'Little twist' has big

It was going to be a break¬ 
through year for career backup 
quarterback Matt Nichols. 

Instead, the 26-year-old 
Edmonton Eskimos pivot an¬ 
nounced Tuesday that he’ll 
have season-ending surgeiy on 
the tom anterior cruciate liga¬ 
ment in his right knee. 

It’s an injuiy that reinforces 
Nichols’ reputation for fearless 
play but also suggests the Cali¬ 
fornia native is becoming his 
own worst enemy. 

“I just went down and felt 
a little twist,” Nichols said last 
Friday after the injuiy in the 
31-24 loss to the Saskatchewan 
Roughriders at Commonwealth 
Stadium. 

It was late in the first quar¬ 
ter when Nichols threw a slant 
pass to receiver Ed Gant. The 
ball bounced off Gant’s hands 
and was caught by Riders de¬ 
fensive back Carlos Thomas, 
who raced 30 yards untouched 
down the sideline to pay dirt, 
led by defensive end Kenny 
Rowe. 

It was an easy pick-six in a 
meaningless game, but then 
came Nichols barrelling in, de¬ 
termined to catch Thomas at 
the goal-line. He ran straight at 
Rowe who delivered a hit to the 
shoulder. 

Nichols’ legs seemed to get 
caught under him and down he 
went, clutching his right knee 
as the Riders celebrated the TD. 

Nichols is known for his 
headstrong play, but when 
training camp opened June 1

The 2014 IS remains the class 
rebel of the Lexus fleet, which 
is great news for those who 
derive their driving kicks from 
compact luxuiy cars that are 
fleet of foot, strong of character 
and provide power to either the 
rear or all four wheels. 

The main reason for the IS’s 
existence is to bait BMW 3-ser- 
ies, Audi A4 and Mercedes-Benz 
C-Class fans into switching 
teams. Toyota’s premium div¬ 
ision has learned plenty from 
its previous two IS generations 
and now appears to be an even 
stronger contender with the 
new-for-2014 version. 

The IS, with its 20 per cent 
stiffer platform, has grown 
nearly nine centimetres in 
length, with seven more centi¬ 
metres between the front and 


rear wheels, while width and 
height increase only slightly 
Rear-seat riders now benefit 
with a bit more leg and hip 
room, which was a drawback 
on the previous IS. 

All passengers will appreci¬ 
ate the more modem-looking 
cabin that is neatly trimmed 
out with more centralized con¬ 
trols, touch-sensitive switches 
and a console-mounted cursor- 
type knob for selecting various 
infotainment choices. 

Of particular note is that the 
back seat is now a 60:40 split¬ 
folding affair (doesn’t nearly 
eveiy car already offer this 
feature?), which increases the 
car’s stowage capacity. The rear 
and all-wheel-drive IS 250 and 
all-wheel-drive 350 employ six- 
speed automatic transmissions. 
An eight-speed automatic is 
standard when the rear-wheel- 
drive IS 350 is selected. All¬ 
wheel-drive, which is a $3,800 
option, splits the torque 50:50 
(ffont/rear) in normal driving 
situations, but will transfer up 
to 70 per cent to the rear when 
wheel slippage is detected. 

The IS has Drive Mode 
Select throttle and transmis¬ 


sion programming, with ECO, 
NORMAL and SPORT S modes 
for rear-wheel-drive models, 
plus a SNOW mode for AWD- 
equipped cars. Additionally, 
the returning F SPORT package 
that’s optional on all IS 250 and 
350 cars also has a SPORT S+ 
setting that firms up the sus¬ 
pension for more aggressive 
driving. 

With an estimated starting 
price of about $38,000 for the 
250 and $48,000 for the 350, 
including destination charges, 
the Lexus duo offers an array of 
standard equipment, but most 


buyers will likely opt for one 
or more of the option groups 
that upgrade the car to full-on 
luxury status. They include, 
among others, a navigation sys¬ 
tem with backup camera, pre¬ 
mium Mark Levinson-brand au¬ 
dio package, heated and cooled 
seats and a wood-trimmed in¬ 
terior. 

Make no mistake, the 2014 
IS is now more of a match 
for the competition. It also 
strengthens Lexus’s position 
as a purveyor of vehicles with 
plenty of passion along with 
prestige.

Vehicles have specific 
“rides,” depending on what 
they are: a family sedan will 
ride smoother than a sports 
car’s harsher suspension, 
for example, but its steering 
won’t be as firm. 

These characteristics 
are achieved through a 
procedure called suspension 
tuning. “The rubber bush¬ 
ings, shocks, springs, stabil¬ 
izer bars and tires can all be 
tuned to reach a specific tar¬ 
get,” says Vu Banh, ride and 
handling senior engineer 
at the Hyundai-Kia America 
Technical Center in Califor¬ 
nia. “Depending on what’s 
desired, if it’s ride comfort 
or sporty handling, you can 
adjust these parts to reach 
that goal.” 

It takes about a year to do 
the job, which begins when 
engineers receive the first 
prototype of a new model. 
“We start tuning and get a 
rough setting for that one,” 
Banh says. “Then we get 
another vehicle that’s 
closer to the production 
car, and we’ll put those 
(prototype) settings in, fix 
any issues, make more 
adjustments and continue 


To note 


• Twitchy. Cars with extremely 
direct steering are called 
“twitchy” which can be fun in 
a sports car but is undesirable 
in a family sedan. 

• Save cash. Electric power 
steering improves fuel 
economy and doesn't require 
petroleum-based fluid as 
hydraulic systems do. 

• Wheels. Tires can radically 
alter a car’s ride, depending on 
their size and construction.

On what tuning different parts of a vehicle 
can achieve 

refining as much as we can.” 

Computers are used ex¬ 
tensively in vehicle design, 
but they’re not as useful in 
suspension tuning, because 
they can’t accurately simu¬ 
late rubber. Tuning is a pains¬ 
taking process of making ad¬ 
justments and then driving 
the car to see how it feels, 
over and over again. 

How it’s done de¬ 
pends on the part. Shock 
absorbers contain hydraulic 
oil, and if internal valves are 
adjusted to different oil flow, 
the shocks become firmer or 
softer. Engineers can use soft 
or hard rubber bushings, or 
different types of springs to 
achieve various results. 

Even the tires become 
part of the process. 

“If we come up with a 
new shock setting, for in¬ 
stance, we’ll possibly (use) a 
new tire,” Banh says. “Then 
we’ll work around that, go¬ 
ing back and forth with the 
shock tuning until it meets 
the target. There’s always a 
compromise, because if you 
want sporty handling, your 
ride comfort degrades. We 
have to assign the best bal¬ 
ance.” 

Many new cars now 
have electric power steer¬ 
ing, which uses a motor in 
the steering column. Unlike 
hydraulic systems, which 
use pumps to regulate fluid 
flow, the motor can be tuned 
electronically. Engineers dial 
in the steering for more as¬ 
sist at lower speeds, such as 
when manoeuvring in park¬ 
ing lots, and less at higher 
speeds for easier control on 
the highway. 

They also aim for good 
“on-centre feel,” where 
the car stays straight with¬ 
out the need for constant 
steering wheel correction.

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In every boss lies an icon and an idiot 



Autopilot. Automotive 
success Bob Lutz tells 
us to take the good 
with the bad boss-wise 
and always learn from 
your time under them 



Over his illustrious five-dec¬ 
ade career in the auto biz, 
successful automotive execu¬ 
tive Bob Lutz has worked with 
a lot of famous bosses. From 
that vantage point he noticed 
that most of the really suc¬ 
cessful ones were also “men¬ 
tally and emotionally askew.” 

In his new book, Icons and 
Idiots, Lutz profiles nine such 
bosses (and one teacher and 
one Marine drill sergeant), all 
of which have taught him ma¬ 
jor lessons in leadership. The 
title doesn’t mean that some 
are idiots and some are icons. 
Rather that every strong lead¬ 
er is a bit of both. 


“There’s a good side, 
which gets the job done,” 
says Lutz. “There’s often a 
downside that makes them 
hard to understand or diffi¬ 
cult to work for. It’s precisely 
because they are impatient, 
stubborn, opinionated, un¬ 
satisfied and domineering 


that they are successful.” 

His advice to those of us 
currently dealing with such 
unbalanced bosses is to learn 
to take the good with the bad. 
Here are a few examples of 
what Lutz has learned: 

From sadistic Marine Corps 


Staff Sgt. Donald Giusto: 

“Learning to continue to 
function in the face of 
failure, betrayal, acute dis¬ 
appointment, all the while 
physically and mentally 
tired, perhaps without food, 
is what the Marine Corps 
expects from its members. 


What it demonstrated to 
me is that we are all capable 
when the chips are down, of 
doing far more than we think 
we can. Sgt. Giusto unlocked 
the hidden reservoirs of 
capability in all of us.” 

From Harold A. “Red” Poling, 
ultimate bean counter, and 
not a nice guy: 

“Red taught me that the 
tough uncompromising, 
unfeeling, almost nasty 
approach to initial cost and 
investment estimates could 
produce meaningful saving... 
The Poling approach served 
me well during my later 
tenure at Chrysler and my 
last tour at GM, although I 
was always at pains to leaven 
it just a bit with humour, 
engineering and marketing 
judgment.” Lutz also noted 
to never forget that you can 
still learn stuff from bosses 
you can’t stand. 

From Ralph Mason, a cheer¬ 
ful but serious alcoholic, 
and product of a bygone 
era, when there was a lot 
of hard drinking in the auto 
industry: 


“Ralph nevertheless focused 
on what was important and 
advanced the cause of GM 
and its shareholders.” Lutz 
also said Mason often went 
home early to get plastered, 
but had a good team behind 
him, trusted them and 
didn’t interfere. 

From Rick Wagoner, the 
capable GM president that 
couldn’t turn GM around: 

“A magnificent human 
being, Rick was simply too 
nice, too introspective and 
too thoughtful in many of 
his actions to see the com¬ 
pany through the turbu¬ 
lence of 2008-09... Tolerant 
of mediocrity, ... it was pain¬ 
ful to see Rick protect and 
support many officers who, 
to my eyes, personified the 
large corporate culture of 
Took good, sound good, 
prepare well for meetings, 
and never disagree with the 
boss.’” But Lutz consid¬ 
ers Wagoner the perfect 
“peacetime” CEO, and says 
Wagoner’s moves to buy 
Daewoo and go aggressively 
into China are cornerstones 
of GM’s current success.

Like buttered popcorn and red 
licorice, race cars and fieiy 
crashes remain a reliable one- 
two punch for moving money 
and turnstiles at a theatre near 
you ... maybe now more than 
ever.

Racing movies know no 
boundaries. Comedic films 
such as Talladega Nights: The 
Ballad of Ricky Bobby (2006), 
and even ones with a dash of 
romance such as Days of Thun¬ 
der (1990), continue to gross 
millions in online and DVD 
sales and rentals. 

Measured together, racing 
movies have combined to 
make more than $2 billion US 
since the silent picture Speed¬ 
way was filmed at the Indian¬ 
apolis Motor Speedway and 
released in 1929. 

So what gives? And why do 
so many of these racing flicks 
stand the test of time? 

Andrew Hall of the blog 
Automobiles and American 
Life reports that a good film 
provides sensoiy overload and 
an edge-of-your seat experience 
through the racing, with some 
intrigue through the writing 
and acting. 

“(Racing movies) are an 
important piece of cinema his- 
toiy because they are at the 
genesis of the action thriller,” 
Hall writes. “These films define 
what the action thriller is in to¬ 
day’s Hollywood.” 

Rush highlights a rash of ra¬ 
cing movies hitting theatres in 
the coming months. 

Set for release on Sept. 20, 
this docudrama directed by 
two-time Oscar winner Ron 
Howard examines the heated 
rivalry between Formula One 
drivers Niki Lauda and James 


Hunt. A story of persever¬ 
ance, the movie centres on the 
historic 1976 championship 
when Lauda kept racing, even 
after losing his right ear and 
suffering severe bums to his 
face after a crash at the Nurbur- 
gring race track in Germany. 

Early reviews from the 
lucky few to get a sneak peak 
are calling Rush one the bright¬ 
est racing films of all time. In 
an interview with Car Maga¬ 
zine, director Howard said he 
treated the making of Rush 
similarly to how he approached 
Apollo 13, his epic space-surviv¬ 
al drama from 1995. 

“Rush gives a broad over¬ 
view of racing in the ’70s, but 
it’s more than a racing movie,” 
Howard said. “It’s about the na¬ 
ture of rivalry. I think it will be 
veiy cinematic, veiy fresh for 
audiences.” 

At any age, racing stories 
of all kinds have captured the 
imagination of movie buffs 
and race fans for decades. But 
be warned, filmmakers: always 
guard against taking creative 


liberties because auto-racing 
enthusiasts make the most dis¬ 
cerning film critics. 

The ESPN TV movie 3: The 
Dale Earnhardt Stoiy was 
harshly criticized by diehard 
race fans who noticed numer¬ 
ous production and technical 
errors. The best way to guard 
against any inaccuracies is to 
take reality out of it, and fic¬ 
tion is where you’ll find many 
of the all-time great racing 
movies. 


Le Mans (1971), starring 
Steve McQueen, is considered 
by many to be the best racing 
movie ever made. Winning 
(1969), starring Paul Newman, 
was a turnstile hit, as was 
Grand Prix (1966), starring 
James Gamer. 

A comedic look at auto ra¬ 
cing has also provided many 
blockbusters with classics 
such as The Love Bug (1969), 
The Cannonball Run (1981), 
and Strolcer Ace (1983). 

But for the tme auto-racing 
enthusiast, the real-fife stories 
will always top the must-see 
fist. In 2010, Senna — an in¬ 
dependent film on the fife and 
death of legendaiy FI driver 
Ayrton Senna — was released 
to critical acclaim and eventu¬ 
ally swept nearly every movie 
award internationally for best 
documentaiy. 

Race cars and movie cur¬ 
tains don’t necessarily seem 
like the perfect marriage, 
at least at first glance. But 
given a record of success, 
and revenues in the billions 
of dollars, another rash of ra¬ 
cing films ready for release 
shouldn’t surprise anyone. 
In fact, the surprise might be 
that they could actually be 
worth watching.

The action sequen¬ 
ces during the last half 
hour should earn it high 
praise for creativity and 
plot twists. 

3) Need for Speed. Sched¬ 
uled for release in March 
of 2014 , with filming 
already under way, Need 
for Speed will open as an 
action-thriller built around 
a cross-country race with 
revenge and bounty hunt¬ 
ing as the side plots. 

• 4) Turbo. 

And in an attempt to stand 
alongside the Disney 
animated mega-hit Cars, 
DreamWorks will release 
Turbo on July 17 , a chil¬ 
dren’s movie about a snail 
chasing a dream to win 
the Indianapolis 500 .
